With three persons dead, two oth- 
ers in a dying condition, and eighteen 
reported injured, the Georgia public 
service commission and Georgia Pow- 
er company officials have started 
searching investigations into the cause 
of the disastrous head-on collision at 
10:55 o'clock’ Monday morning be- 
tween two interurban electric cars 
at Jonesville, oné mile east of Mari- 
etta. 

In the wake of the accident, one of 
the most disastrous in street railway 
history in this section of the country, 
hospital beds at Marietta were filled 
with injured passengers and grave 
fears were expressed for the lives ef 
Mrs. Olive White, Fair Oaks, and 
Louis Millender, Atlanta. 

James A. Perry, chairman of the 
| publie service commission, gave orders 
for a searchinggprobe as soon as he 
was informed of the accident and J 
Houston Johnston, engineer of the 
board, Monday night stated that he 
was ready to make a report this morn- 
|ing. Whether this repe t will be 
made public has not been determined.

he believed the dry law was more 
adequately enforced and respected in 
1927 than i> any previous year since 
the act was passed. 

He predicted, also, that the Vol- 
steal act would become more and 
more ‘an effective statute and a part 
of the tradition of the nation, Vol- 
i stead not worried, he said, about 
wet propaganda on the possibility of 
the amendment being repealed or 
nullified through repeal of enforce- 
ment legislation. 

“Opponents of prohibition have had 
their day,” he said. “They will con- 
tinne to advance propaganda, but the 
audience to which they address them- 


is 


| 


selves will diminish. People aren't in- 
terested in their arguments any more. 

“The people are net deceived by 
proposals of the’ wets. They know 
that repeal of the prohibition law 
will mean return of the corner saloon 
which they don’t want.” 

Systematic violation of the law also 
is waning. Volstead believes, because 
there no profit in booflegging 
equivalent to the risk involved. 

“The bootlegger’s millions are a 
myth,” he explained, “and the belief 
that prohibition agents are a_ batch 
of crooks is equally false. Prohibition 
agents are, for the most part, honest 
ard efficient. The bootlegger is merely 
a criminal who can’t pay his bills.” 

Volstead attributed the improve 
ment in enforcement and acceptance 
of the prohibition law to failure of 
the younger generation to acquire the 
drinking habits. of some of their

onds after that grinding crash the 
life blood from that man—George 
J. Hudson— was being frozen on 
the outside of that ill-fated ve- 
hicle of death and the lifeless form 
of her seat companion lay mo- 
tionless on the floor of the car. 
Death and Fate. 

Thus did death, ever a master 
workman, give another example 
of his lightning-like performance. 
Thus did Fate give an example 
of how one can be spared from 
Death's avenging thrusts. For 
Mrs. McRae’s escape was one of 
the most remarkable ever record- 
ed. How it was possible that 
she escaped is one of the unsolved 
mvsterieés. 

Mrs. McRae. who was seen at 
her home shortly after the wreck, 
was, of course, suffering from the 
terrible ordeal through which 
she had passed. 

But there were others who were 
not so fortunate. Take the case 
of George J. Hudson, the elderly 
man sitting in front of Mrs. Me- 
Rae. Mr. Hudson was terribly 
crushed, receiving the final fury 
of the car that collided with the 
one in which he was a passenger. 
It was at his seat that the ill- 
fated journey of the other car was 
halted. His body was the goal 
line reached by Death’s aveng- 
ing vassal. He died instantly by 
the impact. His body was halt 
hurled through the window, where 
the blood trickled down the out- 
side of the car to be turned into 
red ice a few seconds later. The 
first to reach the scene of the 
tragely saw ae slight movement 
of the body. Hope beat high that 
life still: lingered. The gray 
hair shook, the aged form was 
seen to move slightly up and 
down. Eagerly the rescuers 
rushed into the car. Their hopes 
were killed. For that movement 
that had encouraged hope was 
caused by another victim directly 
under ‘him struggling to free 
himself. Death for Mr. Hudson 
had been instantaneous. The mo- 
tive force for those last convul- 
sions proved to be a boy writh- 
ing in the agony of internal in- 
juries trying desperately to free 
himself. 

Identification Difficult. 

The rescue force extricated him 
and he was taken to a_ hos- 
pital. There no identification was 
found upon him and for many 
hours his identity remained a 
mystery. At least a hundred anx- 
jous ones went to his room and 
gazed with tear-dimmed eves on 
his wounded face to see if he was 
some loved one who was supposed 
to have been riding on that ill- 
fated car. <At least. a hundred 
frantic faces gazed into his and 
on each occasion a look of agony 
was turned to relief as it was 
seen that he was not Known. 

One of the most peculiar es- 
capes from injury recorded in the 
wreck was that of J. M. Rudesal, 
1031 Greencove avenue, Atlanta. 
Mr. Rudesal was reading a paper 
in the smoking compartment when 
the accident took place. The ter- 
rifie jar hurled him through the 
glass partition separating the 
smoking compartment from the 
other part of the car. During his 
unlooked-for journey through the 
air. Mr. Rudesal turned a com- 
plete somersault. He escaped 
with hardly a scratch. 

Moore First on Scene. 

Among the first to reach the 
scene of the accident was C. B. 
Moore, of Marietta. Mr. Moore 
Was instrumental in bringing out 
many of the wounded. “Some of 
the cries and moans were terrible 
to hear,” said Mr. Moore in talk- 
ing of bis rescue works. “One 
poor fellow, Meyer Lutzk. of At- 
lanta, was pinned in the forward 
part of the car. He was wedged 
between the two caus, and re- 
ceived the full force of the col- 
lision. It took longer to get him 
out than any of the others. The 
poor fellow was still living when 
we finally managed to free him. 
It took some time and all the 
time he was suffering greatly,” 
Mr. Lutzk died shortly after being 
taken from the wreckage. 

Another of the early arrivals 
and leaders in the rescue work 
was S. B. Lewis, clerk in a Ma- 
rietta drug store. Mr. Lewis was 
one of the first to find W. J. 
Bishop, one of the four riding in 
the dead-head car.

HICKMAN TO START 
FE FIGHT TODAY
